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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is important to note that the anti-surge element 
is placed within a fuel tank at the top wall and prevents the splashing and surging of fuel within the tank from entering the ventilation 
device. It prevents liquid flow while allowing gas to flow and it need only prevent flow in a splash or surge situation rather than a gravity 
fed situation. One having ordinary skill in the art would look to other fuel components because of there compatibility with fuel and would 
look to other devices capable of inhibiting flow . 
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
